Drunken friends jailed after late-night attack on young couple 


TWO DUDLEY men have been jailed for a total 
of five years after being found guilty of robbing a 
couple after a night out in Stourbridge. The 
female victim was also sexually assaulted. 

Liam Morris, aged 24, from Netherton, and 
Dylan Cooknell, 23, from Brierley Hill, were 
found guilty following a trial at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court, where they appeared again for 
sentencing on Friday. 

Both men were found guilty of robbery and 
causing actual bodily harm, with Morris also 
convicted of the additional charge of sexual 


assault against the 23-year-old victim. Morris 
was jailed for three years and Cooknell two and 
a half years. 

The pair had been on a night out and were 
drunk when they approached a young couple on 
High Street at around 1.30am on May Bank 
Holiday Monday last year. 

The victim and her boyfriend were making 
their way home after also enjoying a night out in 
the town centre, when they got involved in an 
exchange of words with Morris and Cooknell. 

They chased the couple from the High Street 


and down an alleyway that leads to the ring 
road, where they punched both the girl and her 
boyfriend, before pushing the girl to the floor 
when Morris sexually assaulted her. They then 
grabbed her handbag and ran off along the alley. 

Detective constable Dan Bailey, from Dudley 
CID, investigated the crime. He said after the 
sentencing: ‘We are satisfied with the result at 
court, and hope that the sentences these men 
have received helps the young woman and her 
partner come to terms with their ordeal. Both 
these men, prior to committing this awful crime, 


had barely come to police attention before, and 
Cooknell in particular was of previous good char¬ 
acter. However, at the time of attacking this 
couple both were very drunk and we can only 
assume that their intoxication may have fuelled 
the crime. 

“Regardless of motive, the attack left the 
couple with both physical injuries and emotional 
scars.” 

He said violence would not be tolerated and 
areas of night-time economy across the borough 
would be proactively policed.

Owner John Parry said: “These 
actions are wickedly negligent of 
people’s safety and I just cannot 
understand why someone would do 
this. 

“The driver has, effectively, 
cheated death or blindness. It 
really is that serious and we are 
treating the incident accordingly.”

The driver was looking at the 
dashboard when the rock struck, so 
many of the shards missed his 
eyes, Mr Parry said. 

The railcar was immediately 
closed and a bus service set up by 
London Midland to transport pas¬ 
sengers between the two stations. 

It remained closed until Sunday 
morning when a replacement car 
was put in place and the damaged 
one taken away for repairs. 

An investigation has now been 
launched by the British Transport 
Police, with officers studying 
CCTV images to try to identify the 
culprits. 

It is the second time in as many 
weeks that stones have been 
thrown at the railcar. There have 
also been a number of incidents in 
recent weeks where plastic bin lids 
have been balanced on the railcars.

NINE PEOPLE including five 
children were taken to hospital 
after two separate fires in Lye 
and Dudley on the same night. 

The youngsters breathed in 
smoke from a blazing bin. 

The fire broke out in the trolley bin 
at a block of flats in Claycroft Place in 
Lye, sending smoke billowing up a 
waste disposal chute just after 6pm on 
Monday. 

Four girls and a boy, all aged 
between six months and 12 years, were 
taken to hospital along with three of 
their mothers and one father. 

And in the early hours of Tuesday, 
shortly after 3am, a fire started at the 
Hope Tavern pub in Cinder Bank, 
Netherton, after arsonists broke a 
window and threw a burning object 
inside. 

Investigation 

West Midlands Police spokesman 
Catherine Hickman said an investiga¬ 
tion had been launched into the pub 
fire. 

“A window had been broken at the 
premises and accelerant was believed 
to have been used to start the fire,” she 
said. 

“Only minor damage was caused at 
the scene. The pub was empty at the 
time of the incident. 

“Police are continuing to make 
enquiries into the fire and urge anyone 
with information to contact Dudley 
Police,” she added. 

Two crews from Cradley Heath 
battled flames for around two hours. 
An area of the bar, around 10ft square, 
was badly burned.

UP TO five companies could be forced 
to move under plans to build more than 
200 homes on valuable industrial land 
in Stourbridge.

Shock as pub closes 
and goes up for sale 


MYSTERY surrounds a popular Stourbridge pub which 
has suddenly shut its doors without warning and been put 
up for sale by its owners. 

The Broadway in Norton, which has played host to live music 
performances over the past year, is on the market for £345,000 
and its closure has left residents baffled. 

Musician Bobby Johnson, who played with his Jentle Jazz band at the 
venue last month and had been hoping to set up a regular jazz night, said 
it came out of the blue. “It’s a shame because I thought we would make it 
a regular event and it’s a good place to play at,” said the 80-year-old. 

Mr Johnson said he believed 


Teacher is 
suspended 
over texts 

A SUPPLY teacher who struck up 
an “inappropriate” text relation¬ 
ship with a male pupil at a Stour¬ 
bridge school has been suspended 
from teaching for a year. 

The General Teaching Council of 
England ruled that Keith Gardner, a 
former supply teacher at Redhill 
School in Junction Road,, was guilty of 
unacceptable professional conduct. 

A conduct hearing in Birmingham 
was told he had exchanged a series of 
text messages of an “unacceptable” 
nature with the boy while working 
there from July 2007 and July 2008. 

Concern 

Among the texts was one which read: 
“Ope ur mom dnt kno what I am 
textin!!”, which the council said it con¬ 
sidered of particular concern as it 
showed that Gardner realised his 
behaviour was not appropriate. 

Gardner admitted exchanging the 
messages but denied any wrongdoing, 
telling investigators he considered it 
an “innocent event”. 

In the official verdict, released after 
the private hearing, council chairman 
Christine Green said he had shown no 
insight or remorse. 


last orders had been called at 
the venue around two weeks 
ago. “Pubs are closing left, right 
and centre at the moment. It is 
sadly a sign of the times,” he 
added. 

Retired gas works engineer, 
Peter Beardsmore, aged 58, who 
lives near the pub, said: “It’s sad 
because it has always been there 
and is part of the community. 

“I hope it can continue as a 
pub because I would hate to see 
it knocked down so someone can 
build houses, which seem to be 
the norm at the moment. 

“Pubs just don’t seem to be 
able to stay open these days and 
it’s a British tradition, which is 
being lost.” 

Market 

Paul Reilly, from estate 
agents Christie & Co, confirmed 
the pub had “just” gone on the 
market. It is being marketed as 
having “some potential to re¬ 
develop the site for residential 
use or retail subject to plan¬ 
ning”. 

It is the latest in a long line of 
pubs to close across the borough. 
Earlier this month, the Thorns 
in Quarry Bank shut its doors 
and in January the Mount 
Pleasant in Kingswinford closed 
leaving 25 workers out of a job. 

No-one from The Broadway 
pub was available to comment. 

The phone number for the 
business is no longer opera¬ 
tional.

Protests 
mount 
on bike 
park plan 

AT LEAST 500 people 
have now objected to 
plans for an electric 
bike park at a beauty 
spot in Kinver. 

A protest group set up 
to fight the development 
has delivered 3,000 cam¬ 
paign leaflets to local 
homes. 

The park, the first of 
its kind in the country, 
would be built on land 
within a couple of miles 
of Kinver Edge but has 
been branded an “envi¬ 
ronmental disaster” by 
campaigners.

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Vandalism 
of £30,000 
to dry dock 

VANDALS have caused £30,000 of damage to a historic 
canal dry dock near the Stourbridge Bonded Warehouse. 

It is the second attack in a year at the disused listed dry dock 
site around a quarter of a mile along Stourbridge Canal from the 
Bonded Warehouse, Canal Street. 

The dock, used to make repairs to boats on a dry platform, had been 
bricked up and secured by British Waterways after vandalism last July. 

But yobs have smashed bricks out of the wall, allowing water to drain 
into the dock, which is in a conservation area next to derelict land ear¬ 
marked for a new housing development by Quadrant Land Partnership. 

Stourbridge Navigation Trust manages the 
nearby Bonded Warehouse for British Water¬ 
ways. 

It has complained about continued vandal¬ 
ism along the stretch of waterway. 

Trust director Chris Dyche said the canal 
and nearby development land had become a 
magnet for vandalism, especially over the last 
few weeks. 

“They’ve somehow managed to punch holes 
in the wall,” he said. “They don’t realise there 
is a huge volume of water behind the wall in 
the canal.” 

Dangerous 

Suzannah Atkey from British Waterways 
said: “It is very dangerous for the people who 
are doing this. 

“Sadly it happens quite often along the 
Stourbridge Canal and the police are aware of 
the problems.” 

Pc Luci Skinner from the Wollaston and 
Stourbridge Town neighbourhood team said: 
“The damage is so severe that holes in the wall 
are starting to show, causing canal water to 
leak through the wall out on to the dry dock, 
which is now damaging the surrounding 
land.” 

Police are asking witnesses or anyone with 
information to call the Wollaston and Stour¬ 
bridge Town team on 0345 113 5000, extension 
7909 6732, or all Crimestoppers anonymously 
on 0800 555 111. 

Yobs targeted the canal in 2008, releasing a 
lock on Stourbridge Canal which allowed 
water to drain from a section next to Words- 
ley’s Red House Glass Cone.

Posties report hundreds of 
dog attacks on the rounds 


POSTMEN have reported 
more than 550 attacks by dogs 
on mail rounds in the West 
Midlands and Staffordshire in 
the past three years. 

Staff have been bitten and left 
with cuts and bruises as a result 
of aggressive animals. Letters 
have been sent out to owners of 
the pets involved in the attacks, 
and bosses at Royal Mail have 
warned staff where dangerous 
dogs live. 

Figures released under the 
Freedom of Information Act show 
565 attacks have been reported 
from 2008 until last week. 

They included 215 in the B post¬ 
code which covers Birmingham 
and Sandwell; 63 in the Dudley 
and Kidderminster postcode area; 
149 in the ST postcode area cover¬ 
ing Stafford and Stoke-on-Trent; 


69 in the WS area which covers 
Cannock and Walsall and 69 in 
the WV postcode, which covers 
Wolverhampton. 

Steve Reid, branch secretary of 
the Communication Workers 
Union Birmingham and District 
branch, said: “It is a serious issue. 
We have seen some horrific 
injuries. 

Hand 

“It is the responsibility of 
members of the public to make 
sure their animals do not attack 
anyone - postmen, milkmen, 
anyone.” 

Latest incidents reported this 
year include one in the Wolver¬ 
hampton area where a member of 
staff was bitten on the left hand, 
and one in Dudley in which a 
worker has been bitten on the 


right leg. Royal Mail spokesman 
Daniel Tulupl said: “We take the 
safety of our staff very seriously. 
Although most dog attacks, and 
attacks by other animals, are 
beyond our control Royal Mail, as 
a responsible employer, provides 
detailed and updated advice to its 
entire staff via our intranet and 
other communications methods. 

“While Royal Mail has a legal 
commitment to deliver to all 
addresses, it also has a duty to 
reduce the risks and prevent 
injury to our people,” added Mr 
Tulupl. 

“We ask our people to report 
every attack or incident to a 
manager. 

“All reported incidents are 
investigated by the manager, who 
will often involve the local council 
dog warden.”

A LANDMARK Dudley pub 
may re-open with a new 
micro-brewery, paving the 
way for a bowling club to 
return to its former home. 

The Woodman Inn, Brock- 
moor, would undergo an exten¬ 
sive refurbishment under the 
proposals. 

It is hoped the work will persuade 
players who used to be based at the 
pub in Leys Road to return to the 
bowling green. 

The pub had been home to the 
Woodman Brockmoor Bowling Club 
for more than 40 years before 
members were forced to move out 
when the venue shut its doors after 
a drop in trade in April 2008. 

Both the building and the 
bowling green have become a 
magnet for vandalism and the site 
is overgrown. 

But now a planning application 
has been submitted to Dudley 
Council by Stourbridge-based 
Eclipse Architecture to re-open the 
pub and create a micro-brewery. 

Under the plans the dining room 
would be extended and a new con¬ 
servatory and beer garden built 
next to the bowling green. 

Revamped 

The existing bottle store would be 
converted into new toilets, while a 
new bottle store would be put next 
to a micro-brewery . 

A design and access statement 
says: “The existing public house 
closed some years ago due to a fall 
in trade. It is proposed to undertake 
an extensive refurbishment and 
reopen the property. 

“It is hoped the refurbishment 
will re-establish the Woodman as 
an important and vital community 
amenity. Furthermore it is hoped 
the the Woodman bowls team will 
return to their former home.” 

Councillor Karen Jordan, who 
represents Brockmoor, said: “This 
is excellent news. There are very 
few bowling greens in the area. It 
was a shame the club lost its base so 
it would be good if they could come 
back. 

“The pub is an eyesore so it would 
be good to get it done up.” 

Since the pub shut the bowling 
club, which had 10 bowling teams, 
has been playing in Kingswinford 
and Wordsley.

Damaged bomber hit 
Derek’s house in 1944 


H E NARROWLY es¬ 
caped death when an 
aeroplane crashed 
into his Black Country home 
during the Second World 
War - now Derek Newton is 
celebrating his diamond 
wedding anniversary. 

Derek was just 14 when the 
damaged Halifax bomber hit 
and reduced the back of his 
house to rubble, just yards from 
where he had been sleeping in 
his bed in Adelaide Street, Brier¬ 
ley Hill in March 1944. 

He and his nine-year-old brother 
David were showered in bricks, 
exploding ammunition and debris 
from the plane, but amazingly 
escaped injury and managed to dig 
their way out to safety. 

The crash destroyed seven homes. 
Between 60 and 70 people were 
injured, but only one person was 
killed. One year later, Derek laid 


eyes for the first time on 15-year-old 
Beryl, at a dance at Holly Hall 
Library. 

They hit it off but drifted apart 
when he left to join the Royal Navy. 

It was only when he returned to 
Dudley on leave at the age of 18 that 
they started courting. 

“We just clicked straight away,” 
said Derek, now 81, of Albion Street, 
Wall Heath. 

Spare 

“There was no messing about. I 
didn’t even propose - my grand¬ 
mother died and my dad said that 
seeing as there was a spare house 
now, we might as well get married. 
And that was that.” 

They wed at St Thomas’ Church in 


Dudley on February 17, 1951. 

Derek worked at Round Oak Steel¬ 
works, Brierley Hill, before becom¬ 
ing managing director of 
Staffordshire Steels in Stallings 
Lane, Kingswinford. 

In 1985 the family featured in a 
different kind of story. 

They celebrated the arrival of twin 
granddaughters — Faye and Jennifer 
- the first girls to be born into the 
Newton family in 153 years. 

Tragically Faye was killed in 2004 
in a car crash as she travelled home 
from Aberystwyth University. 

“That hit us all hard - you can’t 
imagine how terrible something like 
that is until it happens to you,” said 
Beryl, aged 80. 

“The tragic thing was, she always 


got the train home. But that one time 
a friend offered her a lift, and they 
crashed,” she added. 

“Family means everything to us, 
we’re very tight-knit.” 

The couple have three sons — 
Stephen, David and Robert - and 
five grandchildren. 

The secret to a long-lasting mar¬ 
riage, Beryl added, is a bit of give and 
take and a lot of good-natured bick¬ 
ering and teasing. 

One example is the time she made 
him a cup of coffee using gravy 
browning by accident. 

Champagne 

Derek added: “I have also had a 
whisky every night of my life. Unless 
I’ve been very ill, I don’t think I’ve 
missed a day.” 

In honour of the occasion, friends 
and family popped in throughout the 
day on February 17 for cake and 
champagne. 

Their son Robert hosted a party for 
them at his home in Enville Street 
two days later.

Store tries to lift the restrictions 
on when it can take deliveries 


RESTRICTIONS on delivery times at 
a busy Dudley supermarket could be 
lifted under new plans, despite com¬ 
plaints from nearby residents about 
the noise. 

People living near the Morrisons store in 
Stallings Lane, Kingswinford, have sub¬ 
mitted numerous complaints to the 
company over deliveries being made before 
8am and after 8pm during the week. 

The store has responded to the problem 
by submitting a planning application to 
have the restrictions removed, meaning it 
would be able to take deliveries at any 
time. A second application has been regis¬ 
tered asking for permission to install a 
higher boundary fence to try to screen res¬ 
idents from noise. 

Kingswinford and Wall Heath councillor 
Dave Tyler said he had been told of the 
problem by residents in Charterfield Drive

and Hawkswell Drive. He said the store 
should work to find a way to obey the con¬ 
ditions rather than having them lifted. 

“It shouldn’t be beyond the ability and 
imagination of all the Morrisons depots to 
ensure that their deliveries turn up on 


time,” he said. “They knew what they were 
getting into when they took over the store, 
and they knew what the conditions were. 

“I understand that these lorries are 
coming from all over the UK and often 
travel through the night. 

“But when they arrive early they are 
parking up near residents’ houses at 5am 
or 6am and leaving their refrigeration 
units running. 

“It just isn’t fair on the people who live 
there. 

“I will definitely be supporting the resi¬ 
dents on this one.” 

A design statement submitted in support 
of the application by Morrisons states: 
“The first application seeks to remove the 
restriction on delivery hours. 

“The second application seeks to 
enhance the acoustic screening between 
the Morrisons store and residential 
dwellings.” 


Ban on paying cash 
for scrap is mooted 


SCRAP DEALERS may be banned from 
paying cash for metal to tackle soaring 
rates of theft. 

The Government is considering a change in 
the law so that all transactions are logged. It is 
hoped the move will stop thieves from getting 
rid of stolen goods for cash, and follows calls 
from two Black Country MPs. 

Everything from 
churches, homes and 
businesses, to road signs 
and postboxes have been 
targeted by thieves 
aiming to get money by 
selling metal on for 
scrap. 

Conservative Chris 
Kelly, MP for Dudley 
South, has held a 
meeting with James Bro- 
kenshire, Parliamentary 
under-secretary of state 
for crime prevention, to 
discuss how the thefts 
are plaguing the area. 

His intervention 
follows a long campaign 
by West Bromwich East 
Labour MP Tom Watson 
who has been calling for 
cash payments for metal 
to be outlawed. 

Mr Kelly was joined by 
Maurice Hudson, of 
scrap metal dealers 
Hudsons of Dudley Ltd, 
and Karl Weston, of 
Blackburns Metals Ltd 
in Kingswinford, who 
discussed how the thefts 
were affecting busi¬ 
nesses and communities 
in the area. 

Registered 

Mr Kelly said the min¬ 
ister revealed the Home 
Office was looking at 
bringing in a cashless 
system which would help 
insure all transactions 
are registered and can be 
traced. 

It would force metal 
dealers to pay either by 
electronic transfer or 
cheque. 

He also said the Gov¬ 
ernment was working 
with the Environment 
Agency to shut down 
unlicensed, illegal sites 
which melt metal down. 

“This region could help 
lead the way in tackling 
this issue. The legitimate 
traders in the Black 
Country are fed up with 
the illegal sites blacken¬ 
ing their name and strip¬ 
ping our church roofs and 
community centres. The 
law-abiding trade is very 
keen to clamp down on 
this.” 

There were 600 thefts 
in just seven weeks over 
the summer in the Black 
Country, up by 240 per 
cent on the same period 
in 2009.

Churchgoers at St Mary’s in 
Kingswinford want to give the 
inside of the 12th century build¬ 
ing a lick of paint. But with many 
weddings booked, the work has 
had to be scheduled in a four week 
slot from April 11. Fundraisers 
are now appealing for donations 
to help pay decorators to paint 
walls and ceilings. 

They are also organising events 
to help generate cash including a 
spring fair planned for April 9. 

The redecoration will follow a 
three-year project to restore the 
church, including repairing the 
roof and exterior walls, costing 
more than £600,000. 

Churchwarden Mary Thomp¬ 
son said: “The church council 
members feel they have a respon¬ 
sibility to preserve the building, 
both in memory of those who have 
worshipped there in the past, and 
as an investment in the church 
community of the future. 

Economic 

“The great generosity and sheer 
commitment of the residents of 
the parish of Kingswinford and 
beyond has enabled us to get to 
this next stage of our large scale 
restoration project. 

“We are so excited to see the end 
in sight.” 

Church treasurer Mike Penn 
said: “We realise that fundraising 
is at its most challenging in these 
harsh economic times. All dona¬ 
tions, however small, will provide 
a few more litres of paint.” 

Churchgoers have previously 
held fundraising events including 
flower festivals, shows and fairs. 

Last year a flower festival at 
the church, with the theme 
“Magic of the Movies” , attracted 
more than 2,000 visitors and 
raised £3,000.

Fakes trader who owes 
£39,000 must pay... £1 


A DUDLEY shopkeeper 
who made and sold more 
than 40,000 counterfeit 
DVDs and CDs has been 
ordered to pay back just 
£ 1 . 

Sameer Husseiny, aged 52, 
cost the film and music 
industry an estimated 
£310,000 because of the scam 
at his High Street shop. 

A court has ruled that he 
owed £39,000 - but since he 
has no recoverable assets, he 
should pay back just £1. 

He is serving a three-and- 
a-half year jail sentence after 
a set-up of computer equip¬ 
ment and duplicators was 
found at his Ace Disks store. 

The father-of-three, of 
Woodland Street, Smeth¬ 
wick, admitted selling fake 
DVDs and CDs for as little as 
£1 each from his shop, the 
flats above, and on ebay. 

It cost the entertainment 
industry an average of £7.35 
per disk in lost income, 
trading standards officers 
claim. 

The operation was uncov¬ 
ered when Sandwell trading 
standards officers raided the 
shop on May 3, 2007, follow¬ 
ing information gathered at 
Great Bridge Market. 

They found more than 
30,000 fake discs, along with 


computer equipment and 
four disc duplicators. 

While on bail for those 
offences, trading standards 
officers again raided the 
store in December 2009, 
when they found an addi¬ 
tional 10,000 discs and two 
new disc duplicators. 

The court previously heard 
that the store was selling 
Hollywood blockbusters for 
£1 and £2. 

The hearing at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on 
Friday was held to decide 
how much could be recovered 
under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act. If Husseiny comes into 
money again he will still be 
required to pay the £39,000. 

Argued 

Mr Alexander Stein, 
defending, had disputed the 
estimated cost to the indus¬ 
try so the £39,000 figure was 
agreed with the prosecution. 

He argued it could not be 
assumed that all customers 
would have paid a higher 
price for a DVD if a fraudu¬ 
lent £1 copy had not been 
available. 

Husseiny had admitted six 
offences, including being in 
possession of articles 
designed or adapted to make 
copies. 


Depressed man tragedy 

AN ELECTRICAL engineer was found hanged 11 days after 
leaving psychiatric hospital, an inquest heard. Andrew 
Clarke, aged 42, had a history of depression and had spent 
time in Bushey Fields Hospital, in Dudley. 

The father of three, of Woodstock Close, Dudley, was an 
informal detainee and was allowed leave last June 28. He 
had admitted a drink problem, said partner Elizabeth Webb. 

Black Country Coroner Robin Balmain recorded an open 
verdict. He could not be sure that Mr Clarke had intended to 
kill himself due to the high level of alcohol in his blood.

V W thought that becoming foster 
parents would bring 40 young people into 
their home in just 11 years. 

Jennifer and Simeon Lowe currently 
foster three children at their five- 
bedroom detached home in Kingswinford. 

The couple, who devote all their time to 
caring for the children, have one biologi¬ 
cal daughter, 19-year-old, Sam, who now 
plays a major part in the youngsters’ 
upbringing. 

Jennifer, who had a tough birth with 
Sam, says that she and her husband con¬ 
sidered fostering for many years. While 
the choice of adoption was there, fostering 
meant that they could fulfil their dream 
of being able to help more than one child. 

“The children help keep you young and 
you learn to see the child and their behav¬ 
iour as two separate things, says former 
beautician Jennifer. 

“You can never prepare yourself for the 
challenges that lie in store, but the feeling 
that you get at the end of every day, 
knowing that you are giving all you possi¬ 
bly can to help a child, is just indescrib¬ 
able. 

“We are a very hands-on, active family 
which we believe creates an energetic and 
positive atmosphere within the house. 

It also helps enable the children to 
express themselves in different ways, 
something which proves to be beneficial 
at home and school.” 

Having formed positive relationships 
with all their foster children and birth 
parents, the couple admit that some of the 
children do lose touch. But they have 
enriched the lives of many, and photo¬ 
graphs of their foster children’s children 
adorn their home. 

Simeon received a pile of ‘Dad’ cards on 
his 46th birthday and they stand proudly 
on the window sill. 

Patience 

Having cared for children with a host of 
emotional problems, Jennifer says it is a 
continuous learning curve for the family. 

“We have always had the most beauti¬ 
ful children, and while sometimes their 
behaviour can be quite disruptive, as 
foster parents we are there to help re-pro- 
gramme them and make them social 
again,” Jennifer adds. 

“It is a huge deal for these children. It’s 
important to keep them interested and 
show them that anything is possible.” 

It hasn’t always been easy for the inspi¬ 
rational duo, and one placement saw 
them care for a feral child. It took the boy 
two whole years to settle into the Lowes’ 
home, but after continuous nurturing he

grew to learn what was socially acceptable. 

The couple’s patience, letting the chil¬ 
dren develop at their own pace, has earned 
them their respect. 

Jennifer said: “Each child is different 
with different needs that we need to 
address, but we wish all of them could stay 
longer. It is natural for us to love the chil¬ 
dren that come into our home and although 
it is sad saying goodbye, I always encour¬ 
age them to stay in touch after they leave. 

“At Christmas we put on a buffet on and 
see who turns up. It’s always a lovely time 
of year for us.” 

Daughter Sam, having lived with foster- 
brothers and sisters since she was nine, is 
keen to follow in her parents’ footsteps. 

She is close to her ‘sister’ Charlotte, who 
was one of the couple’s first foster children 
when she was nine. Now 19, Charlotte has 
given birth to a son, James, whom she fre¬ 
quently takes round to the Lowe home. 

Sam says: “I never felt put out because 
there weren’t many children around where 
we lived and it allowed me to socialise with 
different types of people. I am quite protec¬ 
tive of those that come here. It is the only 
thing I have really known.” 

Jennifer and Simeon are approved to 


care for males or females up to the age of 
18. The youngest placement they had was 
a five-week-old baby. 

FCA provides 24-hour support and on¬ 
going training from first aid to skills to 
foster sessions, teaching new parents how 
to deal with children who have experienced 
a range of abuse or neglect. 

Foster Care Associates (FCA), based in 
Dudley, is hoping to help recruit new foster 
carers and believes that anyone with the 
desire to make a lasting difference could be 
the perfect candidate. 

Jennifer praised the work of the FCA 
and encourages other people to find out 
more about fostering. 

“We couldn’t imagine our lives without 
the foster children, we just feel so privi¬ 
leged to have cared for and seen so many 
develop. 

“I hope we are proof that anyone can do 
anything, but how the children turn out is 
the real proof - they are the product of our 
work and go on to have a wonderful life.” 

Rewarding 

With a 10,000 shortfall of foster parents 
across the UK, single people, same sex 
couples, cohabiting and married couples, 
from all ethnic groups, over the age of 21, 
with at least one spare bedroom, are all 
urged to get in touch with the FCA. 

The application process, which takes 
four to six months, includes a Criminal 
Records Bureau check. 

The FCA team stresses that you are 
never pressured into anything. All 
avenues, from home checks to financial 
support, are explored. 

Each stage is assessed, and fees and 
support are tailored to meet each individ¬ 
ual placement. 

Yusuf Khan, recruitment manager for 
Foster Care Associates, said: “This is the 
most rewarding job and it is great to see a 
family like this take the foster children 
under their wing and treat them as if they 
were one of their own. 

“We work closely with the families and 
the children to ensure the safety and well¬ 
being of all parties. It is vital that the chil¬ 
dren are well-matched to their new homes 
and we monitor them closely to see that all 
parties are happy. 

FCA provides 24-hour support and on¬ 
going training from first aid to skills to 
foster sessions, teaching new parents how 
to deal with children who have experienced 
a range of abuse or neglect. 

“Foster parents prove that they are the 
ones responsible for offering young people 
a second chance in life. It is a privilege to 
be able to be a part of this every day.”

£800,000 civic centre ‘is waste of space’ 


DUDLEY’S £800,000 civic 
square has been branded a 
waste of money — after being 
used on only 33 days in the past 
seven years. 

Stone Street Square was 
created in 2004 on the site of a 
former council-run car park in 
the town centre. Shop owners 
at the time blasted the decision 
saying it would harm trade and 


affect the flow of shoppers 
through the town. But the 
council claimed it would help to 
regenerate Dudley town centre 
rather than hinder trade. 

However, only 27 events, over 
the space of 33 days, have been 
held within the past seven 
years, according to information 
released in a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request. Some of the 


events ran for more than one 
day. So far this year it has been 
booked for just four days. 

Alan Caswell, who owns the 
Arcade Toy shop, in the nearby 
Fountain Arcade, said: “It has 
been a total waste of space con¬ 
sidering the money that was 
spent on it. It is pathetic that 
the council won’t admit that the 
money could have been spent 


on a much better use.” 
Menswear shop owner Roger 
Scott said it had created a “dead 
corner” in the town. 

Deputy council leader Coun¬ 
cillor Les Jones claimed the 
square was still central to the 
town’s future. “It isn’t going to 
be turned back into a car park. 
It is part of the regeneration of 
the town,” he said.

The Glassboys began well on Tuesday night with Aaron Drake 
squandering an early opportunity before Linden Dovey turned 
and cracked a 25-yard low drive wide in the ninth minute.
